Geneva Talks Falter As Turks 
Move Up In Cyprus; War Threat

Turkey landed more troops 
on Cyprus today and began 
expanding its beachhead near 
the captured port of Kyrenia 
Acting Cypriot President Glaf- 
kos derides warned that war 
would break out within a few 
hours unless Turkey stopped its 
cease-fire violations 
Peace talks began today in 
Geneva among the foreign min­ 
isters of Greece, Turkey and 
Britain but bogged down in a 
series of charges and counter­ 
charges and the Greek Foreign 
Minister threatened to walk out 
if Turkish provocations contin­ 
ued. 
Cyprus called a meeting of 
the U N. Security Council at 
noon PDT to consider the threat 
to peace. 
U N. sources in New York 
said reports of increased Turk­ 
ish military activity were pour­ 
ing into U N. headquarters. The 
Turkish army, they said, was 
expanding its bridgehead in 


Kyrenia north of Nicosia in all 
directions and taking all roads 
between the two cities under 
control 


Both Cyprus and Greece com­ 
plained to Secretary General 
Hurt Waldheim yesterday about 
numerous Turkish forays, most­ 
ly against the Cypriot national 
guard 


Almost im m ediately after 
derides delivered the warning 
mortar and machine gun fire 
broke out along the Green Line 
separating Cyprus’ Greek Cyp­ 
riot and Turkish Cypriot com­ 
munities. Witnesses said Greek- 
led National guardsmen began 
piling into trucks to move into 
position. 


The official Athens news 
agency said the Turkish forces 
attacked and captured the 
Greek villages of Aghios, Er- 
molaoa and Sislippos today and 
that the action was continuing. 
Cypriot students in Athens ap­

The peace talks among Brit­ 
ain, Turkey and Greece opened 
in Geneva but the two antago­ 
nists developed a hard line and 
there was no early progress.

MOSCOW (UPI) - The Su­ 
prem e Soviet (parliament) to­

unanimously reappointed 
President Nikolai V. Podgorny, 
Prem ier AJexei N. Kosygin and 
the present government minis­ 
ters to their posts. 


Among those renam ed was 
Culture Minister Y ekaterina A. 
Furtseva. She was not renom i­ 
nated for a seat in parliam ent 
last m onth a fte r rep o rted ly 
being reprim anded 
by party 
leaders for building a lavish 
country home outside Moscow. 


Mrs. Furtseva, 64, the high­ 
est-ranking woman in the gov­

24 years. 


Kosygin formally moved for 
reappointm ent of the Council of 
Ministers, of which he is chair­ 
man.

Kosygin and Podgorny were 
reelected at a 40-minute morn- 
ning session. 


Kosygin, 70, became prem ier 
in 1964 when Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev was ousted Podgorny, 71, 
has been cerem onial chief of 
state since succeeding Anastas 
Mikoyan in 1965. 


Supreme Soviet meetings —

by a sea of hands 
raised in unanimity and the 
slow, rhythmic clapping of ap­ 
proval —■ are little more than 
rubber stam p sessions.

Tax Probers 
Waited Jury 
To Eye Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
In tern al R evenue Service in 
April 
recom mended a grand 
jury investigation of the prepa­ 
ration of President Nixon’s 1969 
tax return, according to m ateri­ 
al released today by the House 
Judiciary Committee 


In te rn a l R evenue C om m is­ 
sioner Donald C. Alexander, in 
a letter to special prosecutor 
Leon Jaw orski on April 2, said 
the IRS investigation up to that 
point had concentrated on the 
$550,600 tax deduction for Nix­ 
on’s gift of vice presidential 
p a p ers to the N ational A r­ 
chives 


The letter was contained in 
the loth published volume of 
evidence gathered by the com­ 
mittee in its im peachment in­ 
quiry'. 


The IRS investigation, Alex­ 
ander said, had focused on two 
Nixon aides. John Ehrlichm an 
and Edward Morgan; Nixon’s 
personal 
atto rn ey . 
H erbert 
Kalmbach; 
his tax attorney, 
Frank DeMarco; and the man 
who ap p ra ised the p ap ers. 
Ralph Newman. Nixon was not 
specifically named as an object 
of the investigation 


The IRS and Congress’ Joint 
Committee on Internal Revenue 
T axation alre a d y had d e te r­ 
mined that the deduction could 
not be allowed because there 
was no proof the papers had 
been deeded to the Archives 
prior to July 25, 
1969. after 
which deductions for such gifts 
of papers were no longer al­ 
lowed 
Alexander wanted the 
grand jury to determ ine wheth­ 
er those who prepared Nixon’s 
retu rn violated the In tern al 
Revenue Code 


Alexander told Jaworski the 
IRS had been unable to com­ 
plete its investigation "in view 
of the lack of cooperation of 
some of the witnesses and be­ 
cause of the many inconsisten­ 
cies in the testimony of individ­ 
uals" to IRS agents 


"T h e 
use 
of gran d jury- 
process should aid in determ in­ 
ing all of the facts in this 
m atter." Alexander said 
Jaw orski’s office could not 
im m ed iately be reach ed for 
com m ent on whether a grand 
jury would bt' asked to look into 
the Nixon tax case. 
On the same day that Alexan­ 
der sent his letter to Jaw orski, 
the IRS informed Nixon that he 
owed an additional $271,148.72 
for the tax years 1970, 1971 and 
1972, plus a 5 per cent neglig­ 
ence 
p en alty of $13,557.44, 
largely due to the disallowed 
carryover from year to year of 
a portion of the deduction for 
the papers gift 
Nixon’s excess tax liability 
for 1969. the first year he used 
the papers deduction, was put 
at $148.080 97. although he was 
informed that he had no legal 
obligation to pay this amount 
because the statute of lim ita­ 
tions had expired 
Nixon the next day promised 
to pay the entire $432,787.13, 
including the 1969 deficiency. 
However, the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee said that as of June 19, 
Nixon had not paid the I960 
assessm ent, although he paid 
the assessm ent for 1970-72 on 
April 17

SANTA ROSA - Golden Gate 
Bridge District directors voted 
unanimously today to buy 30 
more buses. 
With the 32 new buses to be 
delivered in September, the lat­ 
est addition will bring the total 
to 250 coaches. 
Bus transit m anager H Don­ 
ald White estim ated delivery of 
the 30 buses will take six 
months. 
The federal government has 
assured the district it will pay 
for 80 per cent of the $1.9 
million cost of the new coaches. 
The Independent-Joum al incor­ 
rectly reported Tuesday that 
the federal grant already had 
been approved 
The $63,000 cost of each bus 
would have been alm ost $3,000 
less if the district board had 
acted three months ago on the 
option for the 30 additional bus­ 
es which is part of the contract 
with General Motors for the 32 
buses due in Septem ber 
The 
savings would have amounted 
to a free bus and the cost of one 
driver for more than a year 
The b o a rd ’s tra n sp o rta tio n 
com m ittee had recom mended 
20 additional coaches on Tues­ 
day, but the finance auditing 
com m ittee upped it to 30 yester­ 
day Gen Mgr Dale W Luehr- 
ing, who had recom m ended 
only 20 be bought, cautioned 
that any more buses would take 
at least two years to get 
Directors agreed the $63,000 
coaches would be better than 
money 
in the bank because 
inflation is increasing their val­ 
ue at such a rapid rate. 
The I-J, based on information 
from district officials, reported 
Tuesday the cost of each coach 
was $60,000. District officials, 
however, had neglected to in­

Passenger Dies In Auto Crash; 
Driver Hurt, To Face Charge 


A 31-year-old San Francisco 
man was killed early this morn­ 
ing when the sports car in 
which he was riding slammed 
broadside into an embankment 
near Sausalito. 
Dead in the smgle-car crash 
was Michael Taylor who suf­ 
fered massive head injuries in 
the accident. 
The car’s driver, Fred Joseph 


Arnke Jr., 25. of Daly City, was 
arrested on suspicion of felony 
drunken driving following the 
crash. 
Arnke, who was hospitalized 
for treatment of a bump on the 
head, was booked in absentia at 
Marin County Jail. He was re­ 
ported in good condition today 
at Marin General Hospital. 
The Highway Patrol said 


Arnke's vehicle was southbound 
on Alexander Avenue about 
12:50 a m. when it went into a 
skid, left the road and smashed 
broadside into a dirt bank The 
accident occurred just north of 
Highway 101. 
Taylor was the ninth person 
to die in traffic in Marin this 
year as compared to 19 during 
the same period in 1973. 


Energy Forum 
To Be Held 


A forum on energy alterna­ 
tives to nuclear reactors, spon­ 
sored by Marin Alternative, 
will be held at 8:30 p.m. 
Wednesday in the Board of 
Supervisors chambers in the 
Civic Center, San Rafael. 
State Senator Peter H. Behr, 
R-San Rafael, will moderate 
the panel which will include Kit 
Newton, spokesman for Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company; 
Hugo Simens, safety engineer 
with Bechtel Corp.; Neil Smith, 


founder and owner of the Mann 
Environmental Co-op and Jim 
Harding of the Friends of the 
Earth environmental group 
based in San Francisco. 
Following the discussion, the 
panel will field questions from 
the audience for one hour. 


The Sausalito Recreation 
Commission last night proposed 
recreational uses including ten­ 
nis, basketball, volleyball and 
handball for some surplus 
waterfront government proper­ 
ty which the city wants to 
acquire. 
The property including nine 
submerged acres, a pier and 3.5 
acres above water lies near the 
Army Corps of Engineers facili­ 
ties. 
The city has until Aug. 23 to 
submit a plan for the land to 
the Federal General Services 
Administration. If the govern­ 
ment finds that the land will be 
used largely for recreation, it 
may be transferred free to the 
city. 
However, the Golden Gate 
Bridge District also is compet­ 
ing for the property which it 
now uses for parking for ferry 
commuters. 
Planning Director Herb Case 
said that the recreation com­ 
mission wants the pier on the 
property used jointly by the 
fishing industry and by the 
public for recreation. The com­ 
mission also suggested that 
Golden Gate Bridge District 
boats could continue using the 
pier for overnight docking. 
The dry acreage could be 
used for three to five tennis 
courts, basketball, volleyball 
and handball courts and for a 
children's playground, the com­ 
mission said. Members suggest­ 
ed that the bridge district could 
continue its parking arrange­ 
ment temporarily while recrea­ 
tional projects were being built. 
The plans will be discussed 
by the planning commission 
and city council before being 
filed with the government.

According to members who 
were present, Burch informed 
the congressmen that Nixon’s 
chief of staff. Alexander Haig, 
had delivered a presidential 
commitment to Sens. Jacob Ja- 
\ its, R N Y , and Robert Taft, 
R Ohio, that the bill would be 
signed. 
“T h e y were just incredu- j 
lous,” one midwestern Republi- I 
can said. 
“Some said they would still 
stick with the President,” he 
continued. “But a number of 
others said that ‘If this is the 
way he’s (Nixon) going to gut 


us, then don t figure on us to 
hang on any further.”’ 


Nixon put his signature on the 
bill yesterday without com­ 
ment. Administration officials 
said he did so after it was 
changed to meet some of his 
objections — particularly the 
deletion of $5 million for univer­ 
sity legal resarch which critics 
charged would be overly activ­ 
ist But conservative congress­ 
men say a loophole may allow 
that program to go ahead even 
though it was technically strick­ 
en.

Desperado Wins Clothing Demands 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex (UPI) - 
Texas State Prison officials to­ 
day agreed to give desperado 
Fred Gomez Carrasco tailored 
suits, ties, expensive shoes and 
toilet articles and expected the 
desperado to demand transpor­ 
tation from the prison where he 
has held ll hostages at gun­ 
point for two days. 


A prison spokesman said the 
clothing also would be provided 
to two other inmates holed up 
in the prison library. 
"He has demanded free world" 
(civilian) clothing and toilet ar­ 
ticles. We’re giving him tai­ 
lored suits, Nunn Bush shoes, 
shirts and ties, cologne and 
shaving equipment,” said Ron 
Taylor, a prison spokesman 
"He has indicated to us that 
later today he will have an 
additional demand for transpor­ 
tation.” 
Officials agreed to the de­ 
mands after Carrasco talked 
with his attorney, Ruben Mon- 
temayor, for an hour and IO 
minutes. 
Prison authorities said the 
clothing would be purchased at 
downtown Huntsville stores. 
Officials also have collected 
weapons, ammunition and bul­ 
letproof helmets requested by 
Carrasco, but said none of the 
equipm ent had been turned 
over to him. 
Carrasco, 34, has given offi­ 
cials 
several 
deadlines 
to 
produce the equipment, threat­ 


ening each time to kill the 
hostages — a prison guard, a 
priest, two male teachers, four 
fem ale librarians and three 
women instructors. Six other 
convicts were with Carrasco 
but prison officials indicated 
only two were part of the take­ 
over 
Negotiations resumed at mid­ 
morning amid fears authorities 
may burst into the fortress.

WASHINGTON (UPP - The 
Commerce Department today 
said the nation's balance of 
trade for the first six months 
showed a deficit of $254 million 
because of an increase in the 
cost of oil imports. 


"In the absence of an almost 
four fold increase in the price 
of imported oil,” Commerce 
Secretary Federick B. Dent 
said, "the U S. trade position 
for the first six months would 
show a surplus of almost $8 
billion.” 


Dent estimated oil imports 
cost the U.S. economy I11 1 
billion in the first six months of 
this year compared with $3.2 
billion for the same period in 
1973. 


Miss Universe III 


BAGUIO CITY, 
Philippines 
(UPP — Miss Universe, Ampa­ 
ro Munoz of Spain, was placed 
under a doctor’s care last night 
in her hotel suite after she 
complained of a slight fever 
and “a little bit of exhaustion.” 


In June, the last month avail­ 
able in the report, the balance 
of trade showed a deficit of $256 
million, caused mostly by a 
sharp increase in steel imports, 
the department said.

Imports totaled $8.6 billion in 
June compared with exports of 
nearly $8.4 billion —both record 
figures. 
The balance of trade mea­ 
sures the dollar volume of 
goods exported to foreign coun­ 
tries and imported to the Unit­ 
ed States and is a reflection of 
the strength of the U.S. dollar 
against other currencies. 
During the first six months of 
1974, monthly deficits ranged 
from $171 million in March up 
to $777 million in May. Surplus­ 
es of $644 million were reported 
in January, $213 million ta Feb­ 
ruary1 and $93 million in April. 
U.S. exports, aided by in­ 
creases in aircraft and machin­ 
ery sales, increased 9.5 per cent 
from May to June while im­ 
ports rose at a slower 2.4 per­ 
cent increase.

He disclosed that public com­ 
plaints about legislators speed­

eral lawm akers their driving 
habits. 
C om plaints also have s u r­ 
faced in letters to newspapers, 
ch arg in g “ fla g ra n t, a rro g a n t 
disregard for the law ” 
“ I keep wondering how we 
can expect our youth to respect 
the law when our lawm akers 
them selves 
flaunt 
such open 
contempt for the law ,” wrote 
Merle I) Gow of Wilton in one 
such letter. 
Driving records obtained by 
UPI from the Departm ent of 
Motor Vehicles show the Legis­ 
lature's newest m em ber, Sen. 
Omer L Rains, D-Ventura, was 
convicted twice for exceeding 
the new 55 rn p h. limit, and 
Assemblyman John J. Miller, 
D-Oakland. was convicted once.

MONTPELIER, Vt. (UPI) - 
Human 
Services Secretary 
Thomas Davis has held up the 
appointment of former Chicago 
7 defendant John Froines to be 
Vermont’s new director of occu­ 
pational health that was to be 
effective today. 
Health Commissioner Dr. An­ 
thony Robbins announced ear­ 
lier this week that Froines, 35, 
had been chosen to replace 
Harry Ashe, who is retiring to 
run for the legislature. 
In a short three-paragraph 
statement yesterday, Davis 
said he was putting a “ hold” on 
the Froines appointment until 
he could discuss it with Froines 
and Robbins, probably within 
the next few days. 
Asked today if he was holding 
up the controversial appoint­ 
ment for political reasons, Da­ 
vis said, “ If responding to in­ 
quiries and calls from the 
public is a political thing, then 
this was politics.” 
Davis said he received at 
least a dozen calls about the 
Froines appointment, most of 
them negative. 
Davis noted that the state has 
a classified system to select 
qualified candidates for state 
jobs. He said the system does 
not screen people for their polit­ 
ical backgrounds, but he de­ 
clined to say if he was holding 
up the appointment to take a 
deeper look into Froines’ activi­ 
ties as an anti-war protestor. 
Froines was arrested follow­ 
ing the 1968 Democratic Nation­ 
al Convention in Chicago and 
charged with conspiracy to in­ 
cite the convention riots. He 
was cleared of all charges. 
“ I feel I ’m being penalized 
for my own acquittal,” Froines. 
said, reluctant to discuss the* 
controversy surrounding his ap­ 
pointment to the civil service 
job. 
He said he lost another job 
opportunity at Oregon State 
University because of his con­ 
nection with the Chicago 7. 
Froines is a Goddard College 
chemistry- professor and holds a 
doctorate from Yale University. 
Robbins had said Froines was 


the best man available for the 
state job. 


Ashe was the first to protest 
the appointment, saying that 
although Froines had strong 
qualifications, he knew little 
about occupational health or 
radiological health, an essential 
for keeping watch over emis­ 
sions at the Vermont Yankee 
Nuclear Power Corp. plant at 
Vernon. 


Ashe had preferred to take a 
more lenient approach to the 
Yankee emission problem than 
Robbins, and the health com­ 
missioner had been known to be 
upset about it. It was generally 
believed one reason for appoint­ 
ing Froines was to have a 
sterner hand watching over the 
nuclear station. 


“ My own feeling,” Froines 
said, “ is that I wanted to move 
carefully and positively toward 
Vermont Yankee and not nega­ 
tively. It’s not as though 
I 
wanted to go beyond the Atomic 
Energy Commission.” 


An aide in Gov. Thomas P. 
Salmon’s office denied that the 
governor had put pressure on 
Davis to hold up the appoint­ 
ment. < 


A Republican challenger for 
the gubernatorial nomination, 
Harry- Montague of Westford, 


was openly critical of the ap­ 
pointment. 
“ The type of notoriety which 
Froines has brought with him 
to this position makes it unlike­ 
ly that he will gain the support 
of the people of Vermont,” Mo­ 
ntague said.

MUNCIE, Ind. (UPI) - Vice 
P resid en t G erald Ford last 
night said he feels "from the 
bottom of my h eart’’ President 
Nixon is innocent of any im­ 
peachable offense. 
Ford told a Republican fund 
raising dinner for Rep. David 
W Dennis, R Ind., that "not all, 
but a substantial amount of 
effort against the President is 
an attem pt to try and undo the 
election results of 1972 — and 
don’t you forget it 
"I can say from the bottom of 
my heart the President of the 
U nited S tates is in n o cen t,” 
Ford said. "He is right.” 
Ford also said that a 300-to- 
135 Democrat-to-Republican ra­ 


tio in the House would amount 
to a "veto-proof’’ Congress and 
a "legislative dictatorship. ” 
"W ed better win in 1974 or 
we 
will 
have few, 
if any 
chances in 1976,” Ford added 
At a news conference before 
his speech, Ford warned that 
Nixon’s 
removal from office 
would have an adverse effect 
on the nation. 
"It is my judgment that if the 
P re sid e n t is im peached and 
convicted — and I don’t think 
he will be — that the im pact on 
the country on a worldwide 
basis and within the country 
will be very, very bad 
"I think the uncertainty that 
will result affecting the econo­ 


my, and the uncertainty that 
will affect our foreign affairs 
will be significant,” Ford said 
"I don't believe the President 
is guilty of an im peachable 
offense. I have heard nothing 
that changes my viewpoint." 


Ford said he thought that 
President s compliance with a 
Supreme Court order regarding 
additional 
W atergate tap es 
might benefit the President in 
im peachment proceedings. 
Ford term ed the Suprem e 
Court decision ruling out cros­ 
scounty busing a 
"landm ark 
decision” and said it means 
"that cross-district busing is 
not the best way to get quality 
education for children.

A youth-onented newspaper 
in Boston recently listed no less 
than HO phone numbers, where 
free counseling and re fe rra l 
services could be obtained 
And a spot survey shows that 
the numbers are being dialed 
more every day. One hotline 
agency’s business is up ,500 per 
cent since it began sev eral 
years ago, to roughly 100,000 
calls a year, or 275 a day

That is the grim g ro cery 
price forecast contained in a 
B rookings In stitu tio n rep o rt, 
“ Food Prices and Inflation.’’ 
B rookings is a W ashington- 
based private research organi­ 
zation specializing in the study 
of public-policy questions. 


Government m ism anagem ent 
of agricultural m atters played 
a large role in allowing m ajor 
food price inflation to get sta rt­ 
ed, contends Dale E 
H atha­ 
way, the report's author and a 
Ford Foundation economist. 
The most glaring government 
error, 
the 
report 
says, 
was 
drawing down stocks of surplus 
grain 
that 
could 
isolate the 
consum er somewhat from “ vio­ 
lent price fluctuations. ” 
The thrust of the report is not 
an assessm ent of blame but an 
analysis of why food price news 
will be bad in both the next few 
months and the coming years. 
“Continued inflation in food 
prices in 1974 and into 1975 is 
almost inevitable,’’ Hathaway

The “ wing” is world farm ers’ 
ability to expand their output to 
more nearly meet growing de­ 
mand Hathaway is pessim istic 
about the prospect of world 
grain output increasing enough 
for prices either to stabilize or 
fail. 
These prices have a direct 
im p a c t on 
the 
b rea d , 
b eef, 
{Kirk, and poultry prices U.S. 
consu m ers pay. 
One reason world grain sup­ 
plies will not expand enough for 
food prices to stabilize is that 
grain production in less devel­ 
oped countries is expected to 
fall 
as a result of fertilizer 
shortages and high fuel prices. 
Hathaway suggests that only 
“ p ray er” stands between U.S. 
consum ers and the im pact poor 
weather could have on food 
supplies and thus prices. 
He notes that some climatolo­ 
gists feel the w-orld “ had better 
than norm al’ weather from the 
m id’SOs to the early 70s.” And 
if it does not continue, the food- 
price effects could be especially 
severe. 
The 
B rookings 
food-price 
forecast for the long term is no 
brighter than the short-term 
assessm ent. “The U.S. consum­ 
er will continue to pay for the 
problems of 1972-74” in coming 
years, the report claims. 
The reason 
“ Any decline in 
farm price levels is likely to be 
sw allow ed up by in creased 
w holesale and re ta il c o sts” 
caused by inflation, Hathaway 
says. 


Food prices will be especially 
hard hit by labor costs in the 
coming years, the report pre­ 
dicts. Price increases, “ indeed 
large ones,” will take place as 
labor contracts in the food and 
ag ric u ltu re in d u stries expire 
and are renewed. 
Thus even expanded farm 
output will not necessarily low­ 
er consum ers’ food costs, since 
“any expansion in output will 
c a rry a h ig h er p ric e ,’’ Mr 
Hathaway says. 
Economist Hathaway's pessi­ 
mistic food-price forecasts are 
chared by others. Harvard eco­ 
nomics Prof. Hendrik S. Hou- 
fhakker, in stating his agree­ 
m e n t 
w ith 
H a th a w a y ’s 
assessm ent, adds, 
“ I believe 
that the agricultural problem of 
the next decade is more im por­ 
tant than the energy problem .” 
If the Brookings report's fore­ 
cast is valid, U S. voters will be 
faced with m ajor export policy 
questions. 
If U S 
crops continue to 
record levels, will Congress al­ 
low continued unrestricted ex- 
port.s or will exports be cur­ 
tailed and grain supplies used 
to 
stab ilize 
dom estic 
food 
prices? 
If a U S. crop were to fail, an 
event not currently anticipated, 
would U.S. crops continue to be 
exported — thus further inflat­ 
ing domestic prices — or would 
exports be controlled and thus 
curtail U S. price increases? 
The Brookings report urges 
the creation of a “public nation­ 
al or international” food re­ 
serve to offset the im pact of 
crop failures or other unfore­ 
seen events. 
U S. A g ricu ltu re S ecretary 
E arl L. Butz and the Nixon 
adm inistration currently oppose 
public grain reserves.

By SANDRA HAGGERTY 
(Distributed by Los Angeles Times Syndicate) 
ANCHORAGE, Alaska - “There are no 
men” is the commonly echoed lament of a 
single women across the country. Numerical­ 
ly, it’s true. Women make up about 57 per 
cent of this country's population. Black wom­ 
en outnumber black men by an estimated one 
million. 
This disparity is due to several circum ­ 
stances. The female birthrate is higher (does 
someone “ up there” have a 
plan for a female takeover?) 
and males far outnum ber fe­ 
m ales in prisons (black males 
have a disproportionately high 
ra te of in carceratio n ). Male 
hom osexuality, 
w ar-related 
deaths and of her insidious situ­ 
ations, such as like the South­ 
ern veneral disease experim en­ 
tal cases, have whittled down 
severely the male population. 
The question is, where are 
the men who are left? 
Clearly they are not in Wash­ 
ington, D C., California, New 
York or other heavily populated 
areas. They are. according to 
the 1970 census figures, in Alas­ 
ka, with a 55 per cent male 
population; Hawaii, with 52 per 
cent male population; and Ne­ 
vada, Wyoming and North Da­ 
kota, with a p p ro x im a te 51 per 
cent male population 
Admit­ 
tedly, not much of a margin — 
but a margin is a margin. 


ANOTHER PLACE men can 
be found is in the blue-collar 
and laboring professions.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As­ 
semblyman 
Alan Sieroty, 
D- 
West Los Angeles, yesterday 
charged a “ serious misuse of 
ta x p a y e rs ’ fu n d s” occurred 
during 1973 when felony m ari­ 
juana arrests in California in­ 
creased sharply. 
According to the state Bureau 
of Criminal Statistics, felony 
arrests 
for m arijuana-related 
offenses jumped from 73,061 in 
1972 to more than 88,000 in 1973. 
Figures released by the FBI 
indicate 420,000 persons were 
arrested nationally in 1973. 
"California, with only IO per 
cent of the national population, 
has more than 20 per cent of 
the m arijuana arre sts,” Sieroty 
said in a statem ent. 
"These arrests indicate that 
there is a tremendous waste of 
both manpower and money in 
the effort to enforce Califor­ 
nia's severe laws against m ari­ 
juana users,” he said 
Sieroty, chairm an of the As­ 
sembly Criminal Justice Com­ 
mittee and a long-time advo­ 
cate of reforming the sta te’s 
m arijuana laws, has authored 
three bdls that would reduce 
the penalties for m arijuana pos­ 
session. 
He said that m arijuana a r­ 
rests comprise 25 per cent of all 
felony arrests in California and 
cost the state more than $100 
million annually. 
"This is a serious misuse of 
ta x p a y e rs ’ fu n d s,” he said 
"Police and court time spent on 
this victimless crim e could be 
better spent on more serious 
crim es of violence.” 
The m easures proposed by 
Sieroty, which have passed the 
Assembly and are scheduled for 
action 
in 
the 
Senate, 
would 
reduce to a misdem eanor the 
possession of small amounts of 
m arijuana, delete a m andatory 
90-day sentence for use and 
allow for the sealing of records 
for minors convicted of misdo 
jmeanor m arijuana-related of­ 
fenses.

Lines Sharply Drawn In 
Finale To Reinecke Case

WASHINGTON (UPD - Cali­ 
fornia Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke 
was described today in final 
arguments at his perjury trail 
as a liar by the prosecution and 
by his lawyer as a “candid and 
simple guy” who made an hon­ 
est mistake in Senate testimo­ 
ny. 
Assistant Special Prosecutor 
Richard Davis said Reinecke 
had “plainly and deliberately 
lied" to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee in 1972 to protect 
former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell. 
James 
E. 
Cox, 
Reinecke’s 
lawyer, suggested in his argu­ 
ments that Reinecke had sim­ 
ply made a mistake when he 
testified to the committee that 
he had not told Mitchell about 
an ITT offer to help finance the 
1972 Republican Convention 
prior to settlement of an anti­ 
trust case against the company. 


“ We all m ake mistakes — 
people make mistakes under 
oath.” Cox said, calling atten­ 
tion to a m istake that Davis 
himself had made in dates dur­ 
ing his argum ents. 
Cox said Reinecke had tried 
to cooperate fully and to an 
suer all questions as well as he 
could. “ He is such a candid and 
simple guy that he has never 
even learned to dummmy up," 


Cox said. “But he is expected to 
look back with 29-20 hindsight 
and total recall.” 
Davis read excerpts from tes­ 
timony at the Senate hearing, 
before a grand jury and at the 
trial itself to point up inconsis­ 
tencies 
that 
he 
contended 
proved Reinecke had “plainly 
and deliberately lied.” 
“Reinecke deliberately lied 
for one reason — to protect the 
still very powerful John Mitch­ 
ell. a man who could still help 
him become governor,” Davis 
said. 


Broadcasters Blast 
Justice Department 


WASHINGTON (HPI) - The 
lu stice Departm ent was ac­ 
cused yesterday by the Nation­ 
al Association of Broadcasters 
of using phony market analyses 
lo persuade the Federal Com­ 
m unications Com m ission to 
force newspapers to sell televi­ 
sion stations they own. 
NAB attorney Lee Loevinger 
told the FCC at a hearing yes­ 
terday on a proposal to outlaw 
local cross-ownership of news­ 
papers and broadcast stations: 
"This is a synthetic problem. 
The Departm ent of Justice is 
looking around for an easy 
win.” 


Cox called attention to testi­ 
mony of many character wit­ 
nesses who had said Reinecke 
had an excellent reputaton for 
honesty. 


"Does Coach George Allen of 
the Washington Redskins know 
men? He vouches for him (Re­ 
inecke) under oath,” Cox told 
the jury. 
Testimony by Allen In sup­ 
port 
of Reinecke was intro­ 
duced in the trial in the form of 
a sworn, written statement. 
In his arguments, Davis cas­ 
ually dismissed the testimony 
of character witnesses. 
“You’ve heard that he has a 
reputation for truthfulness,” 
Davis said. “ But you have be­ 
fore you a lot more, a lot better 
evidence for determining his 
credibility." 
During the 10-day trial, Re­ 
inecke testified that he did tell 
.Mitchell of the ITT offer in a 
telephone call in May 1971, two 
months before settlement of an­ 
titrust case 
But Reinecke insisted he had 
not lied to the Senate commit­ 
tee in 1972 because he thought 
he was being asked about face 
to-face meetings with Mitchell 
rather than telephone calls. 
If convicted, Reinecke could 
be sentenced up to five years in 
prison and fined up to $2,000.

Any business th at has 27 
years on Fourth Street. San 
Rafael to its credit is bound to 
be considered a success. 
lf that business is a restau­ 
rant, you can be sure of two 
things — its food is well liked 
and its tables are well filled. If 
the people who run it are also 
liked it gets additional credits 
and its popularity is assured for 
all time. 


So it is with San Rafael Joe s, 
which 
in 
the m em ories of 
younger residents has “ always 
been there.” No doubt there are 
oldtim ers who can recall how it 
was on 
Fourth 
Street when 
there was no such place but 
their numbers are 
becoming 
more scarce each year. 


It is part of my job that I am 
always being told by someone 
what restaurant he likes the 
most or the one he likes the 
least. I have never kept a tally, 
but I do believe two things are 
true: San Rafael Jo e’s is most 
often mentioned 
in the first 
instance and the least men­ 
tioned in the second. M atter of 
fact, I don't rem em ber it ever 
having figured in the latter 
category at all 
It s a record hard to beat. 
The Rubinis and the Farinas 
are aw are of it and they do all 
they can to keep it from becom­ 
ing tarnished. They could prob­ 
ably take off for their country 
places and let someone else 
have the resp o n sib ility , but 
you'll notice that at least one 
m em ber of either family is 
there on the job at all times. 
'The food is good and the 
price is reasonable” is the ess­ 
ence of most comments. If you 
must have figures, Joe’s din­ 
ners are now from $4 45 which 
still fits comfortably within the 
current 
interpretation of the 
word “ reasonable.'’ 
I haven’t tried every dish on 
the menu, but over the years I 
have never been disappointed 
here in a steak (New York, filet 
or culotte), veal, lobster or aba­ 


lone All of these of course are 
somewhat higher than $4.45 but 
they are some of things on 
w hich Joe’s has gained its repu­ 
tation. I ve also enjoyed other 
dishes including an excellent 
Hangtown Fry, which my wife 
swears she’s going to order 
sometime. But she always gets 
sidetracked to something else. 


The 
proposed 
enlarging of 
Joe s has been delayed in draw ­ 
ing up and agreeing on the 
exact plans. But I am assured 
that work is now about to begin 
and that it should be completed 
around the end of sum mer. The 
extra space, as you probably 
know, is to be furnished by the 
vacant store next door once 
occupied by San Rafael Toys. 
As soon as you see it boarded 
up you'll know remodeling is 
well under way. 


The kitchen will extend clear

As Priests 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
presiding bishop of the Episco­ 
pal Church yesterday appealed 
to three Episcopal bishops not 
to go ahead with plans to ordain 
ll women as priests in defiance 
of church rules. 


The Rt. Rev. John M. Allin, 
head of the 3.3 million-member 
church, made the appeal in 
telegrams 
sent 
to the three 
bishops and the ll women who 
are deacons of the church. He 
said he was joined in his plea 
by the Rev. John B. Corbum of 
New York City, president of 
House of Deputies, 
and 
the 
presidents of several of the 
church’s provinces. 


In the telegram s, Bishop Adin 
asked the bishops to reconsider 
their decision 
to ordain the 
women in the Episcopal Church 
of the Advocate in a Philadel­ 
phia black ghetto next Monday. 
‘‘With respect to your person­ 
al convictions, I must neverthe­ 
less exercise my responsibility 
to obey and uphold the canons 
of this church,” he said. 


Daniel Corrigan of Denver, 
form er suffragan bishop of Col­ 
orado, Robert L. Dewitt, re­ 
tired 
bishop of Pennsylvania 
and now a magazine publisher, 
and Edward R. Welles, of Man- 
set, Maine, retired bishop of 
West Missouri, announced in an 
open letter last Saturday their 
intention to ordain the women 
without the required approval 
of church authorities.

Both Infant Robot And Creator 
Learn While Machine Grows Up

B E R K E L E Y — By the time 
Jason is four, it will be able to 
pick up lightweight boxes, push 
simple objects, recognize about 
IO words, and respond verbally. 
It will measure about four feet 
fall and weigh JOO pounds. 
Jason is a budding computer- 
controlled robot, prototype of a 
tool which his creators believe 
could be significant for future 
human survival. 
Jason was conceived two 
years ago by Mike Smith as his 
doctoral thesis in the depart­ 
ment of Electrical Engineering 
and Computer Science (EECS) 
at the University of California, 
Berkeley 
Spurred by a 
hefty back­ 
ground in computer program­ 
ming and artificial intelligence. 
Smith wanted to go beyond 
lim ited, tradition al e x p e ri­ 
ments in "robotics” and try to 


incorporate an entire system of 
inexpensive sensors into the de­ 
sign of an economically viable 
and durable robot which could 
perform useful tasks in a hu­ 
man environment. 


Human decisions are based 
on educational, cultural, and 
psychological factors which ob­ 
viously the computerized robot 
does not itself experience But 
in studying what problems a 
robot does encounter and create 
while performing simple tasks 
in a human environment, Smith 
says, experimenters hope one 
day to desien and build more 
reliable and safe robots still 
capable of a variety of interest­ 
ing and .socially valuable tasks. 


"N o robots are as intelligent 
as the ones you see in movies,” 
Smith adds, smiling. ‘‘That’s 
decades away. Right now it s 
quite difficult mechanically to 
get a robot to walk But we’re 
not so concerned with mobility

Jason should bo “ready” in 
another 14 to 2 years fat a cost 
of about $2./too. borne largely 
by EECS). Smith says at that 
time his doctorate will be com­ 
plete. and Jason will be be­ 
queathed to the Lawrence Hall 
of Science in the Berkeley Hills 
for further study in man-ma­ 
chine relations by interested 
E EC S .students, and for public 
demonstrations. 


Then Jason will consist of an 
intricate, innovative system of 
sensory/motor and communica­ 
tion 
devices including two 


clasping arms with three de­ 
grees of movement; an ultra­ 
sonic echo location system to 
detect objects; sensors to pre­ 
vent Jason from bumping into 
obstacles; and speech recogni­ 
tion systems. 
A robot controlled by remote 
computer, w'hen equipped with 
enough mechanical and elec­ 
tronic devices to make it “intel­ 
ligent” on a level elementary 
for humans, could be used not 
only to solve conventional ab­ 
stract problems, but especially 
to aid in tedious, repetitive, or 
dangerous tasks — such as fire­ 
fighting. street cleaning, under­ 
water farming — or as teaching 
aids. Moreover, they could be 
used to help the disabled. 
‘ Basically there are two 
types of intelligence we can 
program into computers,” says 
Smith. 
‘‘‘Closed’ thinking is where 
ail the factors and goals are 
known, like in games. The other 
thinking is ‘open.’ where uncer­ 
tainties develop and the com­ 
puter must be able to make 
decisions and solve unexpected

problems," he explains. “This 
latter is more like real world 
situations — a new area for 
computers " 


Jason also will be heavily and 
carefully programmed in hu­ 
man strategy learning and 
problem-solving, programs still 
in the making And once it is 
“operational,” Smith hopes also 
to have designed and imple­ 
mented built-in safety precau­ 
tions for both Jason and any 
humans in the vicinity. 


It looks glamorous, but it’s a 
lot of work to build a relatively 
independent, sophisticated, in­ 
telligent machine, Smith sub­ 
mits.

Have you ever been assaulted 
by a painted lady? 
The answer probably is yes. 
and you probably didn t even 
know it. 
The painted lady is a two- 
inch, largely brown butterfly. 
Though no heavier than a 
postage stamp, the Massachu­ 
setts Audubon Society says it 
has a most pugnacious dispos- 
tion — to the layman, it attacks 
as though threatening to crack 
your skull. 
“Probably 90 per cent of the 
persons the painted lady has­ 
sles fail to realize they are 
being assaulted.” said Wayne 
Hanley of the Audubon Society. 
“Who expects a butterfly de­ 
liberately to challenge a hu­ 
man? So the attack of the 
painted lady — sort of a zigzag 
hovering flight in front of the 
person — probably passes un­ 
noticed. 
“Dogs take the attack more 
seriously. They snap mouths 
full of air as they try to settle 
the dispute with the dodging 
and feinting butterfly.

America 


“While it’s hard to imagine a 
streak of violence in a brain no 
larger than a pin point, one can 
see evidence of it in the painted 
lady," Hanley said 


“Enough encounters with the 
little rascals gives one the defi­ 
nite impression that a painted 
lady knows what it is doing — 
and that it does not care for 
you. 
“Of course, there s a 50-50 
chance the painted lady affront­ 
ing you is a gentleman "

Hechler explained that the 
bill gave regulatory authority 
to the states, “most of which 
have done a miserable job in 
protecting the land and the 
people. ” 


“I ’m afraid that in the states 
where coal, oil, utilities and the 
power structure dominate, that 
it will he impossible to enforce 
very strict regulations,” he

Although the bill does give 
states a first chance to develop 
their own standards and en­ 
forcement procedures under 
federal guidelines, environmen­ 
talists were pleased the recla­ 
mation standards were not seri­ 
ously weakened during six days 
of floor debate.

GYPSY MOTH INVASION 
Dread Pest Seen 
By Novato Visitor 


Marin County agricultural in­ 
spectors foiled one of Mother 
Nature’s dirty tricks this week 
as they wiped out a colony of 
her most destructive foliage 
pest — the gypsy moth. 
The moth, which has eaten its 
way through millions of acres 
of forestland on the east coast, 
has not been found in Marin 
before, though several other 
California counties have report­ 
ed findings. 
Phillip Economon, assistant 
agricultural commissioner, said 
yesterday four egg masses and 
larvae were found Monday in 
the wheel wells of a small 
trailer brought from New- Jer­ 
sey. 
The find was in part due to 
the alertness of the owner, 
Thomas Gamer, visiting at 6 
Winged Foot Drive, Novato. 
Having worked as pest control 
operator in New Jersey, he 
noticed and reported the suspi­ 
cious eggs. 
“ We were lucky," Economon 
said "This is the most destruc­ 
tive foliage pest in the United 


States. California has been 
working hard to keep it out. ’’ 
So far, he continued, it has 
failed to establish itself any­ 
where in the state. 
Economon urged out-of-state 
travelers who notice egg mas­ 
ses and larvae — found in 
velvety, buff colored webbing 
— to contact his office for an 
inspection 
Gypsy moth caterpillers feed 
on the leaves of forest, shade 
and fruit trees, as well as many 
ornamentals. One caterpiller 
consumes one square foot of 
foliage every day. 
In Pennsylvania, for instance, 
60 acres were defoliated in 1968. 
Last year, the moths had 
spread to infest 856,710 acres of 
Pennsylvania forest. 
"That hillside would be wiped 
out in no time if they start 
here," Economon said, pointing 
to the oak-covered San Rafael- 
Terra Linda divide near Civic 
Center 
The moth is a native of Eu­ 
rope and was accidentally in­ 
troduced into the United States 


Golden Gate Transit 
Faces Red Ink Tide

A new round of increased

The toll was hiked 50 per cent 
this past March, and the com­ 
muter discount eliminated this 
month on the district’s buses 
and ferry. 


The new projection shows re­ 
serves will slip from the cur­ 
rent $18 million to little more 
than $3 million by the end of 
July, 1978 — less than half the 
$7 million previously anticipat­ 
ed. 
One year later, July, 1979, the 
district will be almost $700,000 
in the financial hole if it carries 
out its planned spending pro­ 
gram The new projection ex­ 


higher reserves because they 
were computed before energy 
problems cut traffic and thus 
revenue from the toll gates, and 
before the rate of inflation in­ 
creased. 
Also cutting reserves were 
rising costs for the ferry ter­

Committee chairman Lowell 
Edington of Napa County noted 
this was roughly half the cost of 
a second deck on the bridge, 
which would have been the only 
alternative to growing conges 
tion. 


$20 Billion Mass Transit 
Bill Would Aid Bay Area 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A six 
year, $20 billion mass transit 
bill to subsidize both equipment 
coats of new systems and oper­ 
ating expenses of existing ones 
has cleared the House Public 
Works Committee. 
Legislative leaders said they 
hoped to have the bill before 
the House prior to the anticipat­ 
ed impeachment tie-up at mid- 
August. 


Trovel Workshop 
Meeting To Be Held 


A “ workshop" meeting be­ 
tween citizens and consultants 
doing the Golden Gate Recrea 
tional Travel Study will be held 
at 7 :30 p m Monday in Sausali 
to City Hall. 
The study by Economic Re­ 
search Associates is aimed at 
providing a transit system to 
the Golden Gate National Rec­ 
reation Area from other parts 
of the Bay Area. Participation 
in the session is open to every­ 
one. 


The bill would provide 75 per 
cent federal funding for capital 
expenditures and 50 per cent 
federal funding for operating 
subsidies.

A mechanism was provided 
to enable other cities to become 
eligible for this money once 
they vote locally to adopt an 
area wide transportation plan 
including construction of fixed 
guideway systems 
This was 
specifically added to cover such 
cities as Los Angeles, which is 
under court order to adopt a 
broad-scale mass transit sys­ 
tem and reduce its use of auto­ 
mobiles. 


The cities already eligible for 
this money are San Francisco, 
Atlanta, Chicago, Baltimore, 
Boston, New York. Cleveland, 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh.

The damage, in turn, increas­ 
es fire and erosion hazards, 
affects the flow of streams, 
reduces land and recreational 
values and destroys wildlife 
habitats. 
Control of the pest has be­ 
come more difficult since the 
banning of DDT in 1970. 
According to a notice from 
the state Department of Food 
and Agriculture 
"The discov­ 
ery of live gypsy moth egg 
masses, hatching and already 
hatched larvae, and one moth 
in a trap has caused apprehen­ 
sion in California that an infes­ 
tation may start at any time." 
Economon said the egg mas­ 
ses and larvae found at the 
Garner trailer in Novato were 
painted with creosote and other 
likely areas sprayed with the 
pesticide Seven. 
He said insect traps have also 
been placed on the property.

The council was continuing 
the process of writing an ordi- 
myice it plans to use to ration 
sewer permits in the city, ac­ 
cording to City Mgr. Ronald L. 
Usher. 
The ordinance would require 
all developers of projects nee- 
din two or more hookups to go 
before the planning commission 
to get permission for the con­ 
nections as well as approvals 
for their plans. 
The council also decided that 
the planning commission would 
have power to reserve sewer 
permits for projects it consi­ 
ders highly desireable, such as 
low -income or moderate-income 
housing developments. The per­ 
mits would be held for these 
developments while they go 
through the planning review 
process. 
Single-family homes, duplex­ 
es and small commercial build­ 
ings would not fall under the 
ordinance and could apply for 
hookups without restriction. 
The city is trying to decide 
how to handle the limited per­ 
mits now available since the 
Regional Water Quality Control 
Board partially lifted a ban on 
sewer connections in the Mill 
Valley area. The board last 
month granted 1,479 hookups 
after extensive repairs were 
made on the Mill Valley sewage 
treatment plant

Tantalizing new clues are 
cropping up daily in the archae­ 
ologists’ exploration of what 
they think may be Sir Francis 
Drake’s long-lost fort, on the 
shore of Bolinas Lagoon. 
Dr V. Aubrey Neasham re­ 
ported yesterday that the new 
finds substantiate the probabili­ 
ty that the low mounds in a 
swampy county park site are 
Drake’s fort, or at any rate a 
structure far older than any 
known European construction 
in Marin. 
The diggers are concentrat­ 
ing this week on what appears 
to be the gate area of the 
crumbled, dirt-walled structure 
that is about 80 feet square. 
They have fattened their list 
of finds with discovery of two 
more “ molds" — mud-filled 
holes 
that once contained 


square-hewn posts long since 
rotted away — a rusted iron 
spike that apparently was 
dropped on the ground when the 
walls were built, and quantities 
of a waxy substance that may 
be either beeswax or tallow. 
Records of Drake’s historic 
voyage around the world show 
that he built a temporary fort 
in California in 1579, and car- 
reened and repaired the Golden 
Kinde. 
The Bolinas digging is spon­ 
sored by the California Histori­ 
cal Society, and headed by 
Neasham and William E. Prit­ 
chard, a state archaeologist 
who dug into the walls Wednes­ 
day to uncover the spike 
Neasham said the searchers 
plan to stop digging by Wednes­ 
day because their funds will be 
exhausted.

Atmosphere 
Of Relief 
On Busing 


DETROIT (UPI) - An atm os­

of relief prevailed

of students between D etroit’s 
black inner city and white sub­ 
urbs.

Kelley, who battled 
two years in the courts to over­ 
turn the busing ruling of late 
U.S. District Court Judge Ste­ 
phen J Roth, also praised the 
ruling. 
“ As far as the state of Michi­ 
gan is concerned, it represents 
a complete victory and vindica­ 
tion,” he said 
Coleman A. Young, the first 
black mayor of Detroit, said he 
“shed no tears” over the ruling 


“I wasn’t really surprised. I 
don’t shed tears over the deci­ 
sion because the problem is 
really insufficient funds. I don’t 
believe there’s any magic in 
putting a black and white child 


Chief Justice W arren E. Burger 
said that “ boundary lines may 
be b rid g e 
where 
there has 
been a constitutional violation 
calling for inter d istrict re ­ 
lief..." 
J ones said this means that 
suburban school districts will 
bt1 named as defendants in de­ 
segregation suits and attem pts 
will be made to prove they have 
acted against black people in 
e m p lo y m e n t, h o u sin g a n d 
school policies. Under B urger’s 
ruling such proof is necessary' 
before separate school disticts 
can be ordered consolidated. 
The court's opinion was the 
last one of the 1973-74 term . 
After it was announced, the 
court recessed until October. 
In a companion action an­ 
nounced late yesterday after 
the recess, 
a sim ilar school 
case involving Louisville and

Women's A ir Race 


CARACAS (UPI) - Mexican 
president Luis Echeverria said 
today the demands by develop­ 
ing nations for control over a 
200-mile offshore area was “an­ 
other aspect of the long and 
arduous battle” by the third 
world to gurantee control of its 
natural resources. 
Speaking before a special ses­ 
sion of the third U.N. Sea Law 
conference, E cheverria told 
delegates from 148-nations that 
a proposed new sea law was 
another sign that the develop­ 
ing nations had stopped playing 
a passive role in international 
affairs. 
“The efforts of the coastal 
states to control and reserve for 
them selves the resources close 
to their shores are only another 
aspect of the long and arduous 
battle being fought on other 
fronts to assure — and occa­ 
sionally to revindicate — their 
p erm an en t sov ereig n ty over 
natural resources". 


Mexico favors the 12-mile ter­ 
ritorial sea backed by the ma­ 
jor maritime powers led by the 
United States, but it opposes 
the concept of a further 188- 
mile economic zone proposed 
by the industrialized nations. 
Mexico wants exclusive juris­ 
diction over exploitation of the 
zone while the major powers 
want 
a guarantee that they 
could 
continue 
fishing under 
mutual agreement. 
The conference temporal 
“We are opposed to attempts 
to reduce it to a mere preferen­ 
tial fishing zone in which the 
great fishing powers can contin­ 
ue, as in the past, exploiting for 
their sole benefit the resources 
of the sea adjacent to the 
coasts,” said the Mexican pres­ 
ident, who is com pleting a 
.South American tour. 
The conference temporarily 
shelved debate between those 
seeking full sovereignty over a 
200-mile limit and the 12-milers.

Hysteria Is Not The Same 
As Hysterical Actions 


A reader writes: 
“What is hysteria? A 
friend of mine says it is the peculiar behavior 
some people exhibit when they panic or 
become excited. I contend that hysteria is a 
m ental or psychiatric disorder. Who is 
right?” 
Hysterical actions and hysteria are not the 
sam e, although the terms are used inter­ 
changeably to describe wild or uncontrollable 
emotional reactions. For example, a healthy 
woman who has lost her husband suddenly 
m ay carry on in an hysterical 
m anner until someone calms 
her down 
Medical hysteria is 
another story, for which psychi­ 
atrists have varied view's. Sev­ 
eral 
years ago, the 
English 
psychiatrist, 
Dr. 
A. 
Barham 
C a rte r, published his ideas, 
which som ew hat follow my 
own. 
In general, most victims of 
hysteria are women under 35. 
One or more symptoms may 
occur, but there are no signs or 
causes of physical illness. In 
simple hysteria, the victim de­ 
velops a single disability such 
as an inability to see, talk or 
hear. He may complain of pa­ 
rab les, vomiting or am nesia. 
Others go 
into a stupor or 
suffer trem ors or fits. No or­ 
ganic cause can be found to 
explain these symptoms, and 
special tests show that the vic­ 
tims are in fact capable of 
seeing, talking and moving the 
legs, etc. 
In another type of hysteria, 
the individual over-reacts to an 
illness which leads to undue 
anxiety and depression. With 
hysterical paralysis, there may 
be loss of motor or sensory 
control, with grim acing, closure 
of the eyes, wryneck or glove- 
like numbness of the hands. 
A fourth type includes vic­ 
tims who have multiple sym p­ 
toms. even though they are 
otherwise healthy. A group of 
St. Louis psychiatrists believe 
that this is true hysteria. Vic­ 
tims have an array of com­ 
plaints 
usually a minimum of 
25 1 spread over about ten differ­ 
ent groups of symptoms. Each 
.roup consists of interrelated 
sym ptom s too long to mention 
Ninety per cent of the people 
who m eet this criteria of hys­ 
teria usually m aintain the sam e 
sym ptom s for six to eight 
years. Since most victims of 
hysteria have had reoccuring 
sym ptom s in th e ir lifetim e, 
they 
usually 
a re 
bothered 
enough to seek professional 
medical care.

The pay 
and expenses of the other four

The total of about $260,000 
covered the period from April

still be unpaid.

Disneyland 
Celebrates 
Birthday 


ANAHEIM, Calif. (AP) - Dis­ 
neyland enters its 20th year this 
week, having met and passed 
its greatest crisis — the energy 
shortage. 


Walt Disney’s pleasure park 
opened its gates on July 17, 
1955, amid cries that it was 
“Disney’s Folly.” Members of 
the outdoor entertainment fra­ 
ternity considered the movie 
maker mad for investing $17 
million in an amusement park 
amid the far-off orange groves 
of Anaheim. 


“ It’ll go broke fa.st,” said the 
scoffers. 
The Disney people like to cite 
figures to the contrary a mil­ 
lion visitors in the first seven 
weeks, 3.8 million rn the first 
year, 130 million in 19 years; 
growth from 22 attractions to 54 
at a cost of $150 million; rise in 
Anaheim hotel rooms from 87 to 
10,000; expansion of Disneyland 
staff from 2,500 to 6,500. 
Disneyland seemed to be an 
uninterrupted success story — 
until the Arabs decided to shut 
off oil last winter to the United 
States in the wake of the Mid­ 
east war. 
“There is no doubt that the 
energy crunch hurt us.” says 
E Cardon "Card” Walker, the 
president of Walt Disney Pro­ 
ductions. 
“ We felt it more at Walt 
Disney World; with IO to 30 per 
cent fewer people entering the 
State of Florida during the 
height of the crisis, our busi­ 
ness was bound to be affected.” 
Management met the prob­ 
lem by trim m ing personnel, 
raising prices and adopting a 
new system of supervision of 
the various park areas.

By VIRGINIA GRILLEY 
BOSTON — The opulent 
charm of the original “ Tiffany 
art glass” attracts international 
collectors interested in the or­ 
nate decor of Art Nouveau. 
On Charles Street — historic 
Beacon Hill’s famous “ antique 
mart” for decades — Jonathan 
Joseph specializes in Louis 
Comfort Tiffany’s late 19th- and 
20th-century creations. 
Since I960, Joseph has made 
a study of Louis Tiffany's art. 
“ It started,” he said, “ when I 


bought a small gold irridescent 
salt dish at a Boston sale ... 
The color attracted me, but at 
that time I hadn't explored its 
history.” 
He added with a smile, “ I 
only invested $3 in the small 
dish — but today a similar 
piece sells for $110.” 
A demand for the rare quality 
of original examples followed 
the Tiffany revival in 1958. Jo­

Born in 1848, Louis Tiffany 
was the son of Charles Lewis 
Tiffany, one of the founders of 
New York’s famous Fifth Ave­ 
nue store. 


As a child he was deeply 
impressed by colors in nature, 
and at 18 chose an artistic 
career rather than his father’s 
business. His study with mas­

State Reports Progress 
In Hiring Of Minorities 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state has succeeded in its ef­ 
forts to hire Blacks, Asians and 
women in civil service jobs in 
proportion to their representa­ 
tion in the California labor 
force, according to a state cen­ 
sus. 
But the census yesterday also 
Showed that the state’s minori­ 
ty hiring program has fallen far 
Short in reaching such a propor­ 
tion in the number of Mexican- 
American civil servants. 
The census, taken in March, 
Showed that state government’s 
minority employment had risen 
from 16.9 per cent on March 31, 
1973 to 17.4 per cent last March 
31 During the same period, the 
proportion of women employees 
increased from 37.5 to 37 7 per 
cent. 
But the figures also revealed 
that the majority of women 
hired by the state had not 
moved beyond clerical positions 
aBhough women were being 


hired in greater numbers as 
field representatives and in ad­ 
ministrative. auxiliary and aide 
occupations. 
Ronald M 
Hurtz, executive 
officer of the state Personnel 
Board, said the figures showed 
that Blacks, Asians and women 
work in California’s civil serv­ 
ice “ approximately equal to 
their representation in the Cali 
fornia labor force " 
However, Kurtz said employ­ 
ment of Mexican-Americans 
had reached only 5.2 per cent of 
the state's full-time workers. 
while the group makes up 13.7 
per cent of the California labor 
force. 
He said that in the last IO 
years Mexican-American em­ 
ployees doubled from 2.382 to 
5.477 and increased by 343 dur­ 
ing the last year 
Kurtz said the largest gains 
in minority hiring were in pro­ 
fessional. law enforcement and 
subprofessional occupations.

I ve seen more white in those 
multi-colored baseball uniforms 
designed by Charlie Finley than 
the night my wife and I went to 
watch the Boston Lobsters bat­ 
tle the Detroit Loves. 


The men s clothes weren't so 
bad, but those two-tone jobs 
worn by the Lobsters’ women 
players make them all look like 
California carhops.

dozens of well-intentioned 
friends have been advising, 
even urging John Unitas to 
quit. First these friends of his 
didn t want to see him hurt. 
Second they didn’t want to see 
him diminish his reputation 
They preferred remembering 
him as the man who was the 
N F L ’s MYP three different 
years, played in IO pro bowl 
games and fired a record 290

Not long after he stepped into 
that hole in the ground, John 
Unitas made up his mind to 
quit. 


The first person he told was 
his wife, Sandra, and then, nat­ 
urally, he told Tommy Prothro, 
the first year coach of the 
Chargers. Unitas didn’t bother 
with any frills. 


“ Coach, I think I ve decided 
to retire,” he put it straight to 
Prothro. "I don’t think I can be 
of any use to you as a player. 
My legs won t permit me to 
carry on anymore. ” 


Prothro understood perfectly. 
‘‘I think it’s for the best,” he 
said. 


John Unitas is back home in 
Baltimore now He hopes to do 
radio or television work, and 
it’ll be strange at first sitting 
back and watching instead of 


being in there and playing him­ 
self. Most of the kids coming up 
today have a different philoso­ 
phy about football than John 
Unitas. 
"I felt a lot of em, not all of 
’em, of course, but a lot of ’em 
felt ‘just gimme my money,’ ” 
he says. “ I ’ve seen many of 
’em over the last IO years who 
were just happy to make the 
football team and didn’t care 
whether they played the game 
or not ” 
That’s something John Unitas 
would never understand He not 
only came to play, he also 
came to work and to win He’s 
officially retired now, but he 
still doesn’t know any different 
way.

Q. How important is book 
value in determining the in­ 
vestment worth of a stock? I 
am interested in buying Na­ 
tional Steel (NYSE) which is 
now trading at about half of 
book value. — T.J. 
A. National Steel is only one 
of a large company of stocks 
trading at discounts from book 
value. In a study published in 
May by Standard & Poor’s, 55 
per cent of the stocks trading 
on the Big Board were below 
book value. At that time the 425 
S&P Index was 1.6x above 
book, currently it is 1.4x, and 
the 10-year average is 2.1x. Of 
the 30 Dow Jones Industrials 17 
are trading at less than book 
value. Within this group trading 
price runs the gamut from 5x 
book for Eastman Kodak to ^ 
for Chrysler. In other words, as 
a measure of a share’s worth 
book value is a confusing and 
often unreliable indicator. 
The figure represents corpo­ 
rate assets reduced by liabili­ 
ties. minority interests and liq­ 
uidation value of any preferred 
stock divided by the number of 
common shares outstanding. 
Since assets (land. plants, in­ 
ventories, re c e iv a b le s, re ­ 
serves. etc.) are often carried 
on the books at cost 
minus 
depreciation, the figure may be 
far below inflation-swollen cur­ 
rent m arket or replacem ent 
value This is particularly true 
for oil companies and for paper

bauxite taxes and royalties. Six 
United States and Canadian 
firms now are paying the high­ 
er fees, but paying them under 
protest. 


In the Dominican Republic, 
talks between the government 
and a United States firm over 
increased taxes and royalties 
on bauxite have broken down. 
Dominican politicians and legis­ 
lators, as a result, are calling 
for a unilateral imposition of

Similarly, the Guyanese gov­ 
ernment has begun imposing

The new revenues are 
expected to yield $15 million a 
year.

The government of Jamaican 
Prime Minister Michael Manley 
indicated recently that it would 
pursue efforts to obtain a stake 
of equity participation for Ja ­ 
maica in each of six foreign 
firms extracting bauxite in Ja­

There also is talk of national­ 
izing the Dominican Republic’s 
bauxite mines, which are being 
developed by the Aluminum Co.

All of this worries aluminum 
producers in both the United 
States and Canada. As the tax 
boosts escalate in chain reac- j 
Hon around the Caribbean, the 
producers foresee a pattern of 
continuing increases in the 
months and years ahead.

A tire and brake shop owner 
in San Rafael is embroiled in a 
dispute with the machinists 
over alleged unfair labor prac­ 
tices. 
According to the shop owner, 
most of his 17 employees were 
never union members, those 
that were have quit the union, 
and one employee resigned af­ 
ter the strike began on July I. 
The union, on the other hand, 
maintains that one employee 
was fired for refusing to cross 
a picket line, and those who 
quit had no right to do so 
because the union constitution 
bars members from quitting 
during a strike. 
Even where all or a majority 
of the workers are non-union 
and satisfied with working con­ 
ditions, the union wants to re­ 
tain control and impose its will 
on the non-union majority, 


MOST OE THESE disputes 
are eventually resolved through 
negotiations, but in some in­ 
stances, the employer finds he 
cannot afford union intrusion 
because by acceding to every 
demand, the business may 
have to cut back or even fold. 
This particular controversy 
involves only one shop, but we 
suspect the problem it faces 
may 
be typical of others 
throughout the country. 


BUSINESSES, pushed to the 
brink by higher costs of produc­ 
tion and raw materials, may be 
forced over the edge by in­ 
creasing union demands. When 
that occurs, labor will be kill­ 
ing the proverbial goose. The 
worker, for whom his union 
extracts big gains in salary and 
benefits, will find little solace 
if. in the process, his company 
goes under and his job van­ 
ishes.

Malpractice Insurance Cost 
Is Forcing Doctors To Quit 


Bv KAHL G. WATERS 


An assembly committee, undertaking a 
lung overdue study on medical malprac­ 
tice. ha> come up with a preliminary 
report reflecting a rise in lawsuits involv­ 
ing medical malpractice 


This isn’t exactly news 
Physicians 
throughout the state have been complain­ 
ing for the pasf decade about the costs of 
malpractice insurance resulting from the 
growing number of court award- for 
damages through medical negligence 


THE COMMITTEE reported that insur­ 
ance rates increased IM per cent be­ 
tween 19M and PCO Presumably there 
have been increases since It said most 
doctors have been able to meet the costs 
but said 
the continued ability of the 
health care industry to absorb them is 
questionable. ” 
If reported with alarm that ‘'Those 
ph> sicians who have had a record of 
malpractice suits may soon find them­ 
selves paying exorbitant rates to high 
risk carriers or unable to obtain insur­ 
ance.” 


FROM THAT it would seem the prelim­ 
inary report is somewhat superficial. The 
fact is that many doctors have already 
been forced out of practice because of 
exorbitant insurance costs or inability to 
get coverage. Others have quif voluntari­ 
ly rather than to risk exposure to the 
harassment of lawsuits 
In attempting to define the problem the 
committee seemed to be seeking ways to 
lay it on to somebody else rather than 
attack the issue directly. It cited the 
growing impersonal relationships be­ 
tween the doctor and patient but went on 
to say that the improved expertise of 
trial lawyers and the widening of the

scope of medical malpractice liability by 
the judiciary as things which have led to 
the greater number of lawsuits. 


AND ITS REPORT that 
An increasing 
number of trial lawyers are entering the 
malpractice field, due to its lucrative 
potential and the threat of no-fault auto 
insurance, there may be. indeed, an 
increase in less meritorious cases.” 
seems a bit prejudicial. Lawyers can't 
cause a doctor to be negligent. 
That malpractice suits and increasing 
insurance costs are driving doctors out of 
practice is a fact That this is bad for a 
society already faced with a physician 
shortage goes without saying That there 
is possibly some reforms needed in the 
insurance program for doctors is worth 
.studying The present system penalizes 
all doctors within a given area, and 
within a given discipline, for the short­ 
coming’s of a few 
It also penalizes a 
doctor who is sued even though he is 
subsequently found to be without fault 


Bl T A BASIC problem does exist 
within the medical profession and to 
attack the outward signs connected with 
malpractice suits is treating the symp­ 
tom- rather than the disease. 
Most illuminating therefore to the com­ 
mittee, and to doctors generally, would 
Im' perusal of the splendid law review of 
the I'nj versify of San Francisco w hich 
devoted its entire winter edition to Medi­ 
cal Malpractice in California 


THE LAW REV IEM has done an excel­ 
lent job in discussing the latest develop­ 
ments in the laws covering medical 
malpractice and thereby provided a 
guidebook not only for the physician, but 
the entire health team, in avoiding pit­ 
falls leading to malpractice suits. Infer­ 
entially it suggests those in health care 
must do a better job of policing them­ 
selves and points out hospitals can no 
longer shirk responsibility for what oc­ 
curs within their walls. 
Interestingly, the review devotes an 
entire article to “ The Right to be In­ 
formed” thus confirming the assembly 
committee finding that many lawsuits 
stem from the distant relationship be­ 
tween doctor and patient.

' The average worker today 
has a little better income and 
he’s probably able to save a 
few dollars that he couldn’t 
before. He’s paying off a house 
and car and vacation trip, and 
sending his children to college 
He finds now that he’s on 
the other side, thinking like 
some of the people he 
shouting at before." 
These comments are 
worth remembering as 
employers and employees face 
the difficult task of surviving 
the inflationary spiral.

Weak Campaign Reform Bill 
May Come From Lower House 


/,€■ 


WASHINGTON - The outlook is that 
the House of Representatives will pass a 
weak, ineffective measure designed to 
make it look as though it was really 
trying to fake money corruption out of 
federal elections. 
The Senate has done well. It has passed 
a strong campaign financing reform bill. 
The House is doing badly. As presently- 
drafted, the House version would add 
weakness to the Senate bill at nearly 
every point. 


SOMETIME IN the next few weeks the 
members of Congress will 
vote and 
thereby disclose whether they favor re­ 
form or only an appearance of reform 
Come November, the American people 
will vote in 435 different districts whether 
they want to keep their congressman or 
turn him 
in for another 
How their 
congressman stood on campaign-finance 
reform will be one good measure of his 
worth. 
The purpose of this column 
is to 
provide for voters ways to measure 
whether the legislation which finally 
emerges is reform or nonreform 


THE EXCLUSION TEST - The Senate 
bill provides a mix of private and govern­ 
ment financing of presidential and con­ 
gressional elections. Its premises are 
that men and women of limited means 
should not be excluded from elective 
politics because of inflated campaign 
costs and that the candidates should not 
have ty depend on favors from big 
donors, whoever they are, who want to 
buy a piece of the government. 
The House bill excludes senators and 
representatives from this provision 
It 
does so, in part, because incumbent 
congressmen are favoring themselves. It 
is far easier for incumbents to raise 
campaign money than challengers. In­ 
cumbents have other built-in advantages 
— like no-cost mailing privileges and 


special TV and radio facilities — which 
they don’t want to share with those who 
run against them. 


BIG, PURPOSEFFUL donations don't 
go only to presidential aspirants. In the 
1972 election, spending by congressional 
candidates ran to $77 million, and it came 
mostly from wealthy and pow-erful contri­ 
butors who know what they are after. 


The way the bill now stands the House 
seems willing to reform the financing of 
presidential elections as long as they 
don’t have to reform their ow-n! 


THE ENFORCEMENT TEST - Even 
a strong House bill would be a hoax if if 
rests on 
anemic enforcement. The 
present hill is designed to be without 
teeth. It would put enforcement in the 
bands of those who would benefit by 
nonenforcement by having the Clerk of 
the House, the Secretary of the Senate 
and the Comptroller General, who is an 
agent of Congress, plus four other mem­ 
bers of Congress in control of enforce­ 
ment. 


This is a method of guaranteeing feeble 
enforcement 
The Senate provisions would create an 
independent enforcement agency rather 
like the Watergate Special Prosecutor, a 
provision which the House rejects as too 
v igorous. 


THE ADVISORY TEST - The House 
Administration Committee, which de- 
vised all these weaknesses, conceived 
-till another. It not only puts enforcement 
in the hand.- of its own agents but it also 
retains for itself a veto power over the 
way they do their job 
Just conceivably, the majority of the 
House may vote to repair these grievous 
weaknesses. If not, you can decide in 
November whether you like what they 
did — and vote accordingly.

San Francisco Jury 


Fines Chain On Meat 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
federal jury today found the A 
& P supermarket chain guilty 
of fixing prices in buying fresh 
meat and assessed the giant 
company $32,712,008. 


The Great Atlantic and Pacif­ 
ic Tea Co. was found guilty of 
conspiring to fix prices af both 
the wholesale and retail levels. 


The award will be made to 


six ranchers and livestock pro­ 
ducers in California and Colo­ 
rado who were represented by 
attorney Joseph M Aiioto, son 
of San Francisco Mayor Joseph 
L Aiioto 
They had filed suit in 1968 
alleging AAP conspired to re­ 
strain trade in fresh meat 
through “ allocating geographi­ 
cal territorities to preclude 
competition.” 
The ranchers had claimed 
that the giant retailer and oth­ 
ers had eliminated competition 
by centralizing buying and ex­ 
changing information, ecoordi- 
nating efforts to control supply 
and providing sales and profit 
information to their trade asso­ 
ciations. Safeway and Kroger 
'tores, also large food retailers, 
were dismissed as defendents 
in 1972 and 1973 by Chief U.S. 
District Court Judge Oliver J. 
(’arter after stipulating to 
agreements by which $90,000 
was paid to cover attorney fees. 
The jury awarded $25,058,277 
to Dan Compton of Woodbridge, 
Calif.; $570,958 to Irvin Bray of 
King City, Monterey County; 
$914,673 to Arnold Christensen 
of Arbuckle. Colusa County; 
$552,981 to Stanley and Onn 
VanYleck of Sloughhouse, Sac­ 
ramento County; $240,849 to 
William Prather of DeBeque, 
Colo.; and $236,334 to R E. 
Boulton and sons of Newcastle, 
Colo 
The plaintiffs had alleged 
that AAP, which has headquar­ 
ters in New York City, con­ 
spired with a number of mem­ 
bers of the National Association 
of Food Chains to fix high, non­ 
competitive retail prices and 
low wholesale prices for meats. 
The complaint alleged that 
the anti-trust violations oc­ 
curred from 1964 to February 
1973. 
The jury awarded damages 
for the period from 1964 to 
January 1968, the.date of the 
suit. AJioto estimated that in 
this period, his plaintiffs had 
sold 51 to 52 million pounds of 
beef and had sought damages 


of IO to 20-cents per pound for 
losses which occurred as a re­ 
sult of the action by major food 
stores. 
A pretrial order named as 
alleged co-conspirators — but 
not defendants — seven other 
chain store groups, including 
Winn Dixie, First National, Co­ 
lonial, Giant, Food Fair, Bren­ 
ner Tea Co. and Jewel Tea Co. 
AJioto said initial financing 
for the suit came from various 
stock growers groups in Colo­ 
rado. South Dakota, Wyoming, 
and Montana. 
He said he will file a motion 
to make the complaint a class 
action at a hearing set for Aug 
20 when AAP is expected to ask 
for a retrial. 
The actual damages awarded 
by the jury totalled $10,904,027 
which is automatically tripled 
under antitrust law.

Drought Hits 
Grain Crops 
For Nation 


W ASH ING TO N 
(U P I) - 
Drought is spreading through 
parts of the Midwest and has 
reduced the prospects for corn, 
.sorghum and soybean harvests 
along w-ith dimming the possi­ 
bility of holding down food 
prices, an Agriculture Depart­ 
ment report showed yesterday. 
The officials said wheat re­ 
serve stocks are higher than 
expected this summer and pre­ 
dicted the wheat reserve will 
rise to 415 million bushels in 
mid-1975 instead of the 384 mil­ 
lion bushels previously fore­ 
cast. 
The change in the wheat pre­ 
diction came after government 
surveys released Wednesday 
showed this month’s reserve 
was 249 million bushels, 31 mil­ 
lion higher than expected. Ex­ 
perts said their earlier predic­ 
tion apparently overestimated 
the wheat used for livestock 
feed 
For corn and other feed 
grains, a new supply and de­ 
mand analysis said the balance 
between supplies and needs has 
been affected by a cut in re­ 
serve estimates for the end of 
the 1973-74 marketing season as 
well as a reduction in prospects 
for 1974 crops. 
Analysts earlier this month 
had projected com production 
in a range of 6 to 6.4 billion 
bushels, down substantially 
from an earlier forecast of 6.7 
billion bushels. Yesterday the 
projection was lowered again to 
a range of 6-6.2 billion bushels. 
The first government esti­ 
mate based on actual field sur­ 
veys will be issued in early 
August.

YOSEMITE VALLEY - Two 
years ago. paddling down the 
Merced River in Yosemite Na­ 
tional Park, Ann Dwyer of 
Kentfield was appalled at the 
litter in the river bed.

She and IO other Quentin Can­ 
oers paddled down the Merced 
three months later. Along the 
way they picked up litter — 14 
gunny sacks of styrofoam cups, 
candy wrappers, canned drink 
pull-tabs, and cigarette filter 
tips. 
Last year the canoers cleaned 
the river again, one member 
equipped with a wet suit and a 
diving mask. 
In that outing 
they gathered 
nine sacks of 
litter. Come September — “the 
river is low then.” Mrs. Dwyer 
explains — they will paddle the 
Merced one more, gunny sacks 
ready. 
Mrs. Dwyer, an avid canoe­ 
ist, formed Quentin Canoers for 
high school and college young 
people as an off shoot of the 
Marin Canoe Club which she 
founded in 1965. 
Meanwhile, Yosemite visitors 
are also benefiting from m ain­ 
tenance work volunteered — for 
the second straight year — by 
some 46 m em bers of the Senior 
High Methodist Youth Fellow­ 
ship of Rolling Hills, near Los 
Angeles. 


During their E aster vacation 
these young people worked five 
to six hours a day. They reno­ 
vated 
the 
p a rk 's 
M asonic 
Lodge, 
rep ain ted the m ain 
chapel, 
and 
did construction

Hills high schoolers. Conserva­ 
tion-minded persons all over 
the country are volunteering to 
help keep the parks picked up.

They stuff trash into iarge plas­ 
tic bags, collect the bags at one 
location, and post signs request­ 
ing: “Please carry me back.” 
Probably wisely, the National 


Park Service has no desire to 
interfere with these voluntary 
cleanup efforts by trying to 
coordinate them. Keeping such 
efforts 
local, a spokesm an 
stresses, helps build community 
interest in the parks. Pressures 
to make sure that no voluntary 
efforts displace Unionized main­ 
tenance men is also a factor. 
Few national park visitors, it 
seems certain, realize that vol­ 
unteer divers help provide them 
litterless lakes.
